Port Arthur, May 4.— (Censored).— 
Another naval bettlo la in progreaa at 
this writing with the result in doubt. 
Th% combined Japanese fleet, under 
OOBUnand of Adm. Togo, appeared ofl 
Port Arthur at dawn Tuesday mum- 
iDf and at (Mice engaged the Russian 
forU and ivlrshlpa in the inner nar- 
bor. Thirty Japanese have been ta- 
ken prisoners. 

' At 1 o'clock Tuesday morning 4ite 
Japanese torpedo boats were sighted 
and tho Russian land batteriee and the 
annboat Oiliak and the coaat defense 
Teasels Or^ishihi and Otvaahnl open- 
ed lire and compelled them to retire. 
.Immediately afterwards otlior Japan- 
«8ie slilps were sighted on the horizon. 
Tbey were headed by a flreshlp, 
which was sunlc near the entrance ot 
the harbor at 1:20 a, m. 
I After an interval of 25 minntps tw^ 
,more flresliips tamo on and were sent 
,to the bottom. 

At 2:25 four more firesblps ap- 
proached. Three of these blew up on 
our mine. Two of these sanic immedi- 
ately and the other two flreshtps were 
Bunk by the batterlos and warships. 

The protected cruiser Aslvold partici- 
pated in the firing. 

Fifteen minutes later three more 
llreahlps arrived. On« of them blew 
np on a mine, the second vessel was 
wrecked on the shore and the third 
was sunk by the Russian shells. 

The Japanese attacit still continues. 

The crews of the Japanese flreships 
which were aunk Tuesday morning 
while attemptinc to block the channel 
tried to save themselves by boats In 
which they put out to sea. A majority 
cf them were killed by the Russian 
machine guns and rifles. Some of the 
HurvlTors were picked np^ At day- 
break a number ot Japanese were seen 
dinging to the masts and funnels of 
the sunken veasols, and those were 
rfscued by the Russians. Thirteen of 
the wo\in(ltd Japanese have since died. 
The Russians supplied the survivors 
with food and clothing and the wound- 
ed were taken to the hoapital ship 
Mongolian. 

St. PetersburK, May 4. — High Adm. 
Grand Duke Alexis has received the 
following offlcial telegram from Vice- 
roy AlSKieff. reporting the Japanese 
attempt to blockade Port Arthur early 
Tuesday morning: 

"I respertfully ropnrt to your hiRh- 
ness that ,i fresh attaeli w:is made by 
the enemy Monday night with the ob- 
ject ot obstmcting the entrance to the 
port, and that It was successfully re- 
pelled. 

"At 6 o'clock TtK^sday morning five 
torpedo boats were i)ere(>ived near the 
coast from the eastern batteries. Un- 
der the flfe of our warships and tho 
batteries they retreated southward. 

"At 1:46 o'clock the first flreshlp, 
escorted by several torpedo boats waa 
sighted and wo opened fire upon it 
from the batteries and the warships. 
"Three-quarters of an hour afterwards 
our searchlighta revealed a number of 
flreships making for the entrance of 
the harbor from the east and south- 
west. The coast defense vessels Ot- 
vashni and Gremleshclii and the f;un- 
boat Siliak repulsed them by a well- 
directed fire. 

"Altogether eight ships were sunk 
by our vigorous cannonade, by Wblte- 
iK'ad torpedees launched from our tor 
ptdo boats and by the explosion of 
tseveral sulmiarlne mines. l'"^irther, ac- 
cording to the reports of the officers 
° eommanding tho batteries, and the 
gunboat Siliak. two Japanese torpedo 
boats were destroyed. 

"After 1 o'clock a. m. the batteries 
and warships ceased fire, subsequent- 
ly firing only at intervals aa the ene- 
my's torpedo boats which were visible 
on the horizon.' 

"All the flreships rarrIe*i|||Mlrlng 
guns with which they imMffied a 
constant fire. 

"Up to the present ."o men, inelud- 
ing two mortally wounded officers who 
took refuge oa a launch, or were res- 
cued from the flreships by us, hsTs 
been picked up. The inspection of the 
roadstead and the work of saving the 
enemy's ni< n was hindered by the 
heavy sea running. We suffered no 
eaaualtles with the exception of a sea- 
man belonging to the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Boeroi. 

"On the appearanc* of the first flte- 



ship arrompanied by the enemy's tor- 
pedo boats I boarded a launch and 
proceeded to the Otvashni to fake im- 
mediate measures for repulsing the 
flreships. With me were Lieut Oen. 
Zailnski and Capt Eberhardt, of the 
naral keneral staff. Uent. Cten. Stoes- 
sel was on the fortifications at the 
same time, and Oen. Loscblnsky, chief 
of the defense force of the fortS, waa 
on board the Oiliak."

BUMED ON SMOKELESS POWDER. 



An Unexpected Iffnitlon of the Two 
Seetlons of the Charge Then 
in the (siuu. 



Rr. Adm. Walker Deelaret That the 

Properties of the Explosive Have 
Not Been Fully Understood 
By These Uelng It 

"Washington, May 4.— By order of 

Mr. Darling, acting secretary of the 
navy, the full findings and opinion of 
the ^court of inquiry which investi- 
gate'd the accident of April 13 on board 
the battleship Missouri were made pub- 
lic at the navy department Tuesday 
with the announcement that action by 
the department was postponed pending 
careful consideration of the nnJings 
by Rr. Adm. George A. Converse, chief 
of the bureau ot ordnance, who will 
make a full report on them. Testu- 
ally the finding of the court reads: 

"That the cause of said accident was 
the unexpected ignitinn of the two sec 
tlons of the charge of smokeless pow- 
der, then in the gun, by what is term- 
ed throughout the proceedings a 'Flare 
back,' a flame resulting from the igni- 
tion, In some manner not yet known, 
of residiukl gases attendant upon the 
combustion of tba iOMlMleea powder 
now in use. 

"That the ilame firom these seetloas 
Ignited the two other sections then in 
the ammunition car and that a shower 
of burning powder grains from tho.-e 
sections in the turret was projected 
down the open trunk which connects 
the turret with the 12-inch handling 
room. Igniting there eight other sec- 
tions of the smokeless pon-der. two 
charges of which had been talv« u out 
of the magazines and were in that 
place. That said accident In said ves- 
sel was on occaelon named. In no re- 
apect due to fault or negligence on the 
part of any of the officers or members 
of the crew of said vessel. 

"The court further fimls that 
every officer and man in said vet<sei 
did his whole duty and in circum- 
stances probably the meet trying that 
can come to men afloat" 

Rr. Adm. Barker, commander-in- 
chief of the Noi1h Atlantic fleet, in his 
review of the findings. de<-lares that 
the navy has a smokeless powder "t.ic 
properties of which have not been 
fully underatood either by those using 
it on board our ahips or by those who 
make and issue it for service." 

"Rapid firing." he enntinued. "has 
brought to light some of these hith- 
erto unknown or dimly perc ei\< d ludji- 
ertles, hut an exhaustive investigation 
in laboratory and in experlQiental fir- 
ing on shore is still needed." 

Adm. Parker says in the bravery 
displayed by the olDcers and men of 
the Missouri: 

"The disaster was appalling, but it 
developed heroes. History records no 
more heroic act than that of Monssoo, 
who crawled through a hole into the 
burning magazine to put (Hit the 
flames. He talis attention to thote 
points brought out in the testimony: 

"1. Exhaustive inquiry aa to the na- 
ture of the gasee given off by smoke- 
less powder which remain in the gun 
or cartridge cases and whether or not 
these gases can be prevented. 

"2. Whether it be pnssilde to ar- 
range the Interior of turrets so as to 
separate one gun from another, but 
both from the handling rooma, making 
accldenta from exploding shell or burn- 
ing powder Improbable if not Impos- 
sible."
